LETTER from II. Butler , Esq. to Sir John Harvey, See. & c. &c. 

Sir, , Carlow, 5 January 1835. 

I had the honour of receiving your letter of yesterday from the hands of 
Mr. Battersby, sub-inspector of this county, and feel obliged by your readiness in 
affording civil aid for the preservation of the peace during our elections, which 
commence on Tuesday the 13th inst., both of which will be contested. Previous 
to the receipt of your letter, the high sheriff had made an application to Govern- 
ment for a strong military force, both for the town of Carlow, as well as placing 
some in the villages. I also believe that 60 additional police have been applied 
for; all of which, in my opinion, will be most necessary, as the county is at present 
in a state of great excitement, and already mobs have been going about and 
visiting the houses of freeholders for the purpose of intimidating them, or, in other 
words, forcing them to vote with the people . With Tegard to the distribution of 
the civil force, I would propose that they should be disposed of as follows ; viz* 

20 men at Glinn, 

20 „ at Leighlin Bridge, 

20 „ at Tullow, 

15 „ at Bagnalstown, 

10 „ at Rathvilly, 

10 ,, at Hacketstown.

the Magistrates, the necessary communications have been held with the Lieutenant 
General commanding and the Inspector General of Police, in which they are 
requested to take every possible precaution for the preservation of the peace. 

His Excellency regrets he cannot afford the assistance, as requested, of Captain 
Vignoles, in consequence of his being employed in the Queen’s County in aid of 
the civil power at the election. Major Miller will, however, communicate with 
the authorities at Cork upon the subject of the attendance of a stipendiary magis- 
trate at the elections of the county.

Statement referred to in the foregoing. 

Matthew Hayman, esquire. Mayor of the town of Youghal, in the county of Cork, on 
behalf of the electors and inhabitants of the town and borough of Youghal, states, That 
J. B. C. Smith and John O’Connell, esquires, having addressed the electors of said town, 
and offered themselves as candidates for the representation thereof at the ensuing election, 
several electors and many other persons, inhabitants of the said town, have applied to him, 
as mayor, expressing their apprehensions that loss of life, serious injury and mischief would 
most likely result to the persons and properties of the said electors, and the inhabitants of 
the said town, if not protected by a sufficient military force ; and that those apprehensions 
have arisen from very violent proceedings which occurred in the said town, and, in parti- 
cular, occurrences which took place in the month of December 1832, on the occasion of an 
election for the said town, when the said John O’Connell and Roger Green Davis, esquires, 
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were the candidates. That he knows most disgraceful outrages were committed by a law- 
less and ungovernable mob of many thousand persons, many of whom were provided with 
sticks and other weapons ; and that said persons were induced to come so prepared from 
various parishes at the instance and by the directions of persons having influence and con- 
trol over them, on behalf of Mr. O’Connell; and that said persons came there for the 
purpose of intimidating the said electors, and preventing their voting for the said Roger 
Green Davis ; and that, on the first day of the election, an elector who was proceeding to 
the hustings to vote for the said Roger Green Davis, was forcibly taken possession of, and 
threatened with death, if he did not vote for the said John O’Connell ; and that said person 
was by such declarations and threats forced to vote for the said John O’Connell ; and that 
so great was the violence of the said mob, that, although the Riot Act had been read three 
times, yet many gentlemen were knocked down, severely beaten and trampled up‘on, (amongst 
whom were the Returning Officer's Assessor, Mr. Davis’s Counsel and Agent, and several 
members of his committee,) for no other cause than being the friends of said Roger Green 
Davis. 

That David Gregory and Bent Ball, esquires, bailiffs and magistrates of the said town, 
were (notwithstanding their utmost efforts) unable to avert in the slightest degree the rao-e 
and fury of the said mob, and that the then mayor, James Ellis Green, esquire, having 
been confined to the Court, was repeatedly applied to by the other magistrates, arid informed 
of the conduct of the said mob, and that the lives of several persons were in danger, and 
that the Riot Act had been read three several times ; that he therefore used his utmost 
exertions to induce them to suffer the electors to proceed to the hustings without interrup- 
tion or violence, but without effect; and therefore he, the said James Ellis Green, finding 
the electors thus treated, and after very great forbearance, not having sufficient military 
force, was obliged to adjourn the Court, and to furnish the electors, for the protection of 
their lives in proceeding towards their respective places of residence, with a military escort ; 
that, notwithstanding being so escorted, they were pursued by said mob, who attacked them 
with stones, whereby one gentleman was knocked down and severely cut, and continued 
their threats of destruction to said electors, or those who would vote against the said John 
O’Connell; so that the freedom of election was prevented, and many of the electors 
declared they would not again risk their lives, by going to the hustings to vote for the said 
Roger Green Davis, and which produced the consequent resignation of the said Roger 
Green Davis, he being unwilling to risk the lives of his friends ; which he signified to the 
then mayor, James Ellis Green, the following morning.- 

That the said James Ellis Green was also pursued by said mob, and narrowly escaped 
from their violence. Says, that he heard and believes that immediately after the said election, 
one of the Roman Catholic priests of this parish, having been spoken to on the impropriety 
of such conduct, replied, that sucli was the mode of warfare which they used on such occa- 
sions ; says, that he has heard and believes that one of the priests of the parish of the said 
town has lately directed his parishioners, and all such persons as they could influence from 
other parishes, to come prepared, and act in the same manner as they had done upon the. 
former election between the said John O’Connell and the said Roger Green Davis ; and that 
therefore it is verily believed, that unless a sufficient military force shall be sent into the 
said town of Youghal at the approaching election, that the same violence and intimidation 
will be again practised, and that many of the electors will be prevented by apprehension of 
violence, bodily injury or loss of life, from Exercising their franchise ; and that affidavits have 
been made before him by some of the electors (and to which he begs leave to refer), stating 
their opinion and belief, that unless an adequate military force shall be sent to the said town, 
a contest cannot be proceeded with, with safety to the persons or property of the electors 
who shall vote in favour of Mr. Smith ; and that in his opinion, two troops of cavalry and 
loo infantry (in addition to the troops at present quartered in Youghal) will be absolutely 
necessary to preserve the freedom of election, and to enable every elector to give his vote 
without fear or apprehension ; and that, as he will be necessarily occupied during the elec- 
tion in the Court-house, he considers it would be most essential, for the preservation of the 
peace, that an intelligent stipendiary magistrate should be sent down by the Government, to 
remain at Youghal daring the period of the election.

AFFIDAVIT referred to in the foregoing.

David Gregory, John Green, Henry Brown, Walter Giles, Roger Green, being duly sworn, 
and examined severally, depose and say. That in the month of December 1832, an election 
for the Borough of Youghal took place, and that the candidates were Roger Green Davis 
and John O’Connell, esquires; and Informants say, that upon that occasion, and on the first 
day of the election, a mob, consisting of many thousand persons from various parts of the 
country, came into the said town, threatening destruction to the lives and properties of all 
such persons as would vote against the said John O’Connell ; and Informants say, that the 
election having been commenced, the said mob attacked several persons, the friends of the 
said Roger Green Davis, amongst whom were the counsel, agent and some of the members 
of the said Roger Green Davis’s committee, several of whom (including one of the magis- 
trates) were attacked and beaten in a most violent and outrageous manner, for no other 
cause than being the friends of the said Roger Green Davis : and Informants say, that so 
great was the violence of the said mob, that it became necessary to have the Riot Act read 
three several times, and without producing any effect upon said mob ; and Informants say, 
that after several applications to the then mayor, James Ellis Green, esq., he, after very- 
great forbearance, was obliged to adjourn the Court, and to give, for protection to the 
electors, a military escort to their respective houses, without which they verily believe they 
could not with safety arrive at their said places of residence ; and say that, notwith- 
standing the assistance of the military, it was with difficulty they were protected, stones 
having been thrown at them as they proceeded ; and Informants say, that, in consequence 
of the violence and outrageous conduct of said mob, and not having a sufficient military 
force, the said Roger Green Davis withdrew from the contest, not wishing to risk the lives 
of his friends ; and Informants say, they verily believe that unless a considerable military 
force shall be sent to Youghal for the approaching election, about to take place between 
the said John O’Connell and J. B. C. Smith, esquires, the same intimidation will be prac- 
tised, and that Informants would be apprehensive of such like violence to their persons and 
property, if they should exercise their right of voting in favour of the candidate whom they 
would consider the most eligible ; and, as they verily believe, that many of the electors, 
unless sufficiently protected, will not venture to give their votes at said election.

EXTRACT of LETTER from Sub-Inspector Crofton, J. P. County Down, to 
Sir William Gosset, dated Hilltown, Rathfriland, 13th January 1835. 

I beg leave to remind you, that during the election of Newry, in December 
1832, a large armed mob of the Roman Catholic peasantry, amounting to several 
thousands, from the counties of Louth, Meath and Armagh, assembled on a hill 
immediately over the town, where they remained during two or three nights and 
days, for the ostensible purpose of overawing the Protestant electors ; and that in 
consequence of their having attempted to force into the town (which they were 
only prevented doing by the bridge having been fortunately drawn and guarded 
by the constabulary), it became necessary to take out a large force of cavalry, 
infantry and constabulary, together with two pieces of artillery, to dislodge them. 

As the coming election of Newry promises to be both a severe and angry one, 
Protestant being literally arrayed against Roman Catholic, and as it is probable 

that 
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that the same unconstitutional means may be again adopted, and lead to the parties 
coming into hostile collision, I would beg leave to suggest the expediency of 
orders being issued by Government, that in the event of such a lawless mob being 
assembled on this occasion, the persons composing it should be immediately dis- 
persed by the authorities. 

I beg leave to add, that I have arranged for the assembling at Newry on the 
15th instant (the day previous to the election commencing) of as strong a force as 
I could of the constabulary ; and have the honour, & c.

With reference to your letter of the 13th instant, in which, you suggest the 
expediency of orders being issued by Government, that, in the event of a lawless 
mob being assembled near Newry during the approaching election, for the purpose 
of overawing the electors, the persons composing it should be immediately dis- 
persed bv the authorities ; I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to remark to you, 
that it i's not for the Government to give such orders, as the civil authorities 
doubtless know their duty. 

I am also to observe, that it would have been more satisfactory if, in stating 
that you had arranged “for the assembling at Newry on the 15th instant of as 
strong a force as you could of the constabulary,” you had specified the amount of 
force which you expected to be able to assemble.

AS chief magistrate of the town of Tralee, upon the eve of an election for the 
borough, likely to be contested, I think it my duty to inform you, that most 
inflammatory placards, and other violent excitements to disturb the election, have 
been put in use by one of the parties, which lead me to fear that the public peace 
may be endangered, and the exercise of the elective franchise impeded. 

Under these circumstances, and with a remembrance of the disastrous occur- 
rences which marked a former election in 1826, in which thirteen lives were lost, 
and which timely precautions might have averted ; I think it right to apply for 
a reinforcement to the military force here, and beg to suggest that cavalry are 
considered most effectual on such occasions in overawing popular violence, and 
protecting the approach of voters to the poll. 

I beg to add (though not concerned as returning officer) that a contest is also 
looked for in the county, in which the Knight of Kerry is to be opposed with all 
the force and excitement which Mr. O’ConneU’s influence can call into action; 
and this forms an additional reason wliy the reinforcement I require will be 
necessary for the protection of His Majesty’s loyal subjects, and the preservation 
of the public peace. 

I need not urge upon you the necessity of despatch when time presses, and 

matters of so much moment are involved. .

trates. If quarters can be found for them, I think that 200 men should be 
posted in Maryborough. The contest will be entirely between Protestants and 
Roman Catholics, and will be carried on probably with great violence and acri- 
mony ; and probably large mobs will be collected. It is better therefore to have 
an imposing force. I beg leave also to suggest that the 35th regiment, at present 
at Tullamore, is composed of Englishmen, and is lately come over ; and that it 
would be well if, in the excited state of party feeling, the detachments were 
belonging to that regiment. As I am the only magistrate in this neighbourhood, 
I shall require the assistance of an active stipendiary magistrate. 

Colonel Osborne was stationed here during the last election, and was of the 
greatest use, especially in accompanying the escorts.

There appears to have been no foundation for the alarm.

I have the honour to state, for your information, that the Members for this county were 
declared duly elected here yesterday at one o’clock, when the High Sheriff requested 
I would remain in the town, with a strong force of police three or four hours, for the 

n ose of preserving the peace ; at the termination of which period I considered it too late 
5S patch the men to their respective quarters. 

About the hour of eight o’clock, p. m.. Chief-constable" Judge, stationed in this. town, 
received a letter from Colonel Weldon, of Rahan, Queen’s County, a magistrate, stating, 
that he heard from unquestionable authority, that there was a great rising in the Colliery 
district, and that thousands of the people were coming down in that direction, and request-, 
ing that detachment of troops might be sent out for the protection of the lives of the free- 
holders and peaceable inhabitants of that neighbourhood. 

I lost no time in waiting on Mr. Butler, the sovereign of the town, requesting that the 
troop of the 15th hussars, quartered in the barracks, might be ordered out, and having 
obtained the necessary requisition, I ascertained they had previously received a sudden 
route to march at 15 minutes’ notice to Maryborough. 

Having consulted what was best to be done in this emergency, I assembled sixty-eight 
of the constabulary, with which force Mr. Judge and I proceeded ; that officer going with 
the mounted police round by Rahan, and I with the infantry Jto the village of Ballynan, 
where I met Colonel Weldon, and was in a short time afterwards joined by Mr. Judge, who 
had arrested one prisoner, and handed him over to Colonel Weldon. 

At the request of Colonel Weldon, I left one constable and five sub-constables, to reinforce 
the police party at Ballylinan ; and then patroled back in the direction of Athy, where, on 
our arrival, every thing was tranquil. The six men left at Ballylinan returned here this 
morning.

Sir, Clonmel, 6th January 1835. 

The election for this town is fixed for Tuesday the 13th instant ; the contest is, 
I fear, likely to be carried on with much party animosity, owing to the religious 
feelings of the populace having been very much excited by the addresses of 
several Roman Catholic clergymen (not of this town) from the altars of the 
Catholic chapels, and from stages erected for the purpose in the streets. 

As returning officer, I should not by any means be able to take charge of the 
tranquillity of the town during such a warmly contested election as this promises 
to be, even were I in a good state of health, which at present I am very far from. 

I have therefore respectfully to request, that one of our resident magistrates 
may be sent to Clonmel during the election. Mr. Fitzgerald of Cashel was here 
at our last one. He is a native of this town ; and, being thoroughly acquainted 
with its localities, was able to be of more service than any stranger could possibly 
have been. Mr. Wilcox of Tipperary (a more efficient magistrate than whom 
there cannot be) is similarly circumstanced with regard to Cashel, from a long 
official residence there. I trust you will excuse the liberty I take in suggesting, 
that Mr. Fitzgerald may be sent to Clonmel, which arises solely from the reasons 
I have stated.

I have the honour to inform you, that the election for this city is to comipence 
on Wednesday next the 14th instant. The candidates, Mr. Pennefather and 
Mr. Perrin, having both of them refused to contribute to the expenses of an 
assessor, I find that all the duties of the election must fall on me, which will neces- 
sarily confine me to the Court-house during its continuance. 

I therefore feel myself obliged to apply for magisterial assistance, to guard 
against and prevent those disorders which generally prevail during contested 
elections. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, the superintendent magistrate stationed here, is a gentleman 
with whom I have been acquainted since we were boys, and consequently I should 
find much more facility in arranging measures with him for the preservation of the 
public peace than with any other magistrate. I am informed that he has been 
ordered to attend at Clonmel during the election there. Now I beg leave to 
suggest, that it would be much more expedient that Mr. Fitzgerald should be 
directed to remain here, and that Mr. Rowan, the superintendent magistrate now 
stationed at Carrick-on-Suir, which is only eleven miles distant from Clonmel, 
should be sent there, particularly as Mr. Fitzgerald knqws almost every person in 
this town and vicinity, and therefore would have more influence than a stranger.

I forwarded a letter to you yesterday from 
Lord Carew, His Majesty’s Lieutenant of this county, stating his opinion with 
regard to this measure.

With regard to the force necessary and the distribution of it in this county, during the 
election time, I quite agree with the suggestions offered by you, and beg you will convey 
them to Sir John Harvey, as mine. The present state of this county is such, and the excite- 
ment so great, that I would not, nor will not.be answerable for the consequences, unless well 
supplied with power to keep all parties quiet, at least from shedding each others’ blood. 

We cannot do without a full troop of dragoons in Wexford, and an additional company of 
infantry. It will be also most necessary to have a small force of dragoons, under a magis- 
trate, to protect voters, at Enniscorthy, Oulart, and I should also say, at Castlebridge. If 
it were practicable, I should very much wish to have alt the principal entrances into the 
town well protected with infantry. The police force there is no question about ; we shall 
want them at the court-house. I should beg, if not against rule, that you select six of 
them, stout, steady fellows, to attend me at all times and hours ; if possible, I should wish 
to have Humphreys amongst them. I must be in town on Friday the 16th, at the road 
session, when I shall hope to see you and speak further on the matter. Confident, however, 
in the mean time, you will arrange, as far as you can, every thing to meet my wishes, which 
are to preserve peace and good order amongst all parties during the election.

I hIve received a Letter calling my attention to the preservation of the peace 
of the county of Wexford at the ensuing elections. . „ 

I beg to say, that I had already by letter mentioned to Captain Hamilton the 
necessity of a military force, and the expediency of a stipendiary magistrate who 
would he unconnected with local politics. The same magistrate might go from 
Ross to Wexford. Some dragoons would be useful at Enniscorthy and Tagh- 
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mon, to escort the freeholders; but as I went more in detail with Captain 
Hamilton, I shall not occupy your time. 

Mr. Lambert has resigned, and I do not think there will be that virulence which 
■would, otherwise have been, as the most unjust calumnies had been directed 
against him. It is as yet undecided whether a moderate Liberal will come forward. 
If he does, there will be a severe contest. If not, Mr. Maher and Mr. Power 
will probably have an easy contest, if any.

The excitement is very great, 
and the priests are using every exertion against Messrs. Cliffe and Redmond. 
Every obstruction is thrown in the way of bringing in the freeholders ; so' much 
so that continued escorts are required. Several of them have been beaten, driven 
back, and even carried out of their houses by night. The contest is likely to con- 
tinue to the last day with the same strength of party feeling. We have only one 
troop of dragoons here, which are quite inadequate to the continued escort and 
patrol duty. I am happy to have the assistance of a most active and zealous 
magistrate, Captain Hamilton, sub-inspector of this county. I shall write officially 
on to-morrow the state of the poll, and any occurrences that may take place.

ANSWERS. 

Armagh County. 

Answer 1. — The conduct of the troops (10th Hussars, and depot 25th Regi- 
ment), during the period in which I acted with them, was in every respect perfect, 
and did them much credit. 

A. 2. — I saw no instance in which the soldiers interfered in the way stated in 
the query, nor did I hear of any ; nor was there, as far as I had an opportunity of 
judging, the slightest appearance of party spirit amongst them. 

A. 3. — In one instance I employed a small party of the 10th Hussars, in rescuing 
an individual beset by a multitude, and as I conceived in considerable danger. 
The party dispersed the crowd, and rescued the man without, I believe, injuring 
any one of those concerned. The troops afforded protection to the voters going 
up to poll, and effectually assisted the magistrates in preserving the peace when 
called on by the civil power.
